To  Who  It  May  Concern: 

A  brief   synopsis  of  my  life 

I  am  a  Holocaust  survivor.     Born  in  Hamburg,   Germany  of 
Jewish  parents.     Grew  up  in  Poland  and  educated  in  Vienna, 

Austria  and  Poland.     In  1941,  the  Nazi  army  occupied  Eastern 

■  ,»■ 

Poland.     I  was  living  in  Lvov.     The  Nazi  decreed  was  forbidden 
and  eliminated  Jews  from  every  branch  of   life.     We  were  segre- 
gated from  the  Christians  and  isolated  in  a  small  area  called 
Ghetto.     Soon  after,   I  was  brought  to  Janowska  Labor  Camp.  I 
was  beaten  and  tortured  there .     I  ran  away  and  escaped  from 
Lvov  and  remained  in  hidding  for  awhile.     The   German  police 
(Shupo)  were  searching  for  Jews.     While  I  was  on  the  street 
someone  pointed  at  me  and  called  "Jew**.     The  Shupo  shot  me  in 
the   right  arm.      I  was   lucky  to  be  alive  and  got  lost.      1945,  I 
was  liberated  by   the  Russian  army.      Immediately  I  started  to 
search   for  survivors  of  my  family.      I   was  assured  that  every 
member  of  my  family  had  perished. 

10^6,    I   left  Poland  for  Germany  and  in  1947,   I  arrived  in  the 
united  States  where   I   started  a   new  life.      I    wa o   not   able  to 
continue  in  my  trained  profession,  in  Dentristry.     I   lost  ray

LVOV  was  not  mentioned  in  your  catalogue  or  on  the  map.     Lvov  was 
the  capital  of  Eastern,  Poland,   called  GaliCla.     Until  World  War  II, 
formally  Eastern  Poland  1939. 

The  population  of  Lvov   according  to   the   statistics  before  1939, 
was  400,000  inhabitants.     The  Jewish  population   counted  120,000. 
80,000  perished  at  Janowska  labor  camp  on  the  outskirts  of  Lvov.  The 
corpseswere  shifted  to  the  Sand  Hill  between  1941/1944. 

Enclosed  please  find  three   (3)   snapshots  of  my  original  oil  paint- 
ings,   size   16x20  inches. 

1941  Prison  On  KAZIMIERZOWSKA   21   -  The   Gestapo  with  help  of 
the  Ukrainian  informers  rounded  up  Jews,   they  were  slaughtered 
in  the  prison  yard. 

summer  1942  jSdsche  Gemeinde  Judenrat  was  excuted  by  the  Gestap 

sand  Hill,   a  suburb  of  Lvov  a  couple  fled  from  hiding  in  the 
Bunker   to  be  saved  from  the  massacre.
